DA hopes a review committee will save it from OC snitch scandal

T he folks running the Orange 

County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) are now claiming 
outsiders will help to reform 
a jailhouse-informant program that won 
tainted convictions in at least three dozen 
cases, including death-penalty trials. 
“Anything we can do to get better as an 
office, we’re going to do,” OCDA chief of 
staff Susan Kang Schroeder said in a July 
12 interview “We’re making reforms.” But 
the sentiment voiced weeks after a CBS 
60 Minutes crew arrived on the scene is 
inconsistent with prosecutors’ antics dur¬ 
ing the 18-month-old scandal. 

Deputy DA 
Howard Gundy, for 
example, claimed 
his office has been 
smeared by an 
imaginary “con¬ 
spiracy” theory. As 
District Attorney 
Tony Rackauckas’ 
representative in a 
multimonth special 
evidentiary hearing, 
Gundy didn’t mask 
his contempt for Scott Sanders, the assistant 
public defender who unraveled the cheat¬ 
ing. Officials systematically hid exculpatory 
evidence and employed illegal tactics to 
trick in-custody, pretrial defendants into 
making self-incriminating statements to 
snitches. Symbolic of OCDA group-think, 
Gundy called the findings “ridiculous” and 
“outrageous,” deserving of an “F” if they had 
been written for a law-school assignment. 

Perhaps May 2014 best illustrated the 
agency’s determination to cast Sanders as 
the villain and thwart future embarrassing 
discoveries. On May 5, Gundy complained 
to Superior Court Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals that prosecutors and sheriff’s 
deputies tied to the scandal were “suf¬ 
fering the indignity” of facing potential 
criminal charges if they testified untruth¬ 
fully. In particular, he sought to derail 
Sanders’ inquiry of deputy Ben Garcia, but 
Goethals—a former prosecutor riveted by 
evidence backing the public defender’s 
position—refused to interfere. 

Garcia sat on the witness stand two 
days later, telling what Goethals later 
deemed lies and half-truths. Evidence 
shows deputies Garcia and Bill Grover, as 
well as Santa Ana Police Department offi¬ 
cer Charles Flynn, negotiated with Oscar 
Moriel, a serial killer turned informant 
seeking a generous punishment break. 

The officers and the thug concocted a 
July 2009 plan to trick defendant Leonel 
Vega into making incriminating state¬ 
ments after he’d been charged and had 


an attorney. As a long-hidden recording 
reveals, Flynn assured Moriel the deal 
would remain a government secret. Later 
asked to explain that arrangement, Garcia 
appeared to suffer from amnesia. 

By that point, prosecutors had spent 
10 weeks taking personal shots at Sand¬ 
ers, characterizing his briefs as factless 
rants, pressing reporters to ignore his 
work, accusing him of gross insensitivity 
to crime victims and predicting he was on 
the verge of permanent public ridicule. 
That May 7 hearing did serve as a turning 
point, but not the one hoped by OCDA. 
Law-enforcement officials could no longer 
assert their jailhouse actions accidentally 
violated defendants’ constitutional rights. 

During a break in testimony and 
after Goethals’ departure to his cham¬ 
bers, Sanders’ colleague Tracy Lesage 
observed Gundy and Dan Wagner, head 
of the OCDA’s homicide unit, mocking 
Sanders as a nut who sees conspiracies 
everywhere. The two prosecutors walked 
around the courtroom, lifting seats while 
barking, “I wonder what’s under here?” 
Garcia then laughed. 

Erwin Chemerinsky, dean of the UC Irvine 
School of Law, sees nothing humorous. In 
May of this year, two months after Goethals 
recused OCDA from People v. Scott Dekraai 
because he determined they couldn’t be 
trusted to obey ethical obligations, Chemer¬ 
insky made news. He said prosecutors here 
worked to “undermine the Constitution,” 
and he demanded a U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice (DO J) probe. Such reaction, expressed 
by a nationally recognized legal scholar, 
rocked Orange County government execu¬ 
tives, who worry about future bombshells. 

Jim Tanizaki—Rackauckas’ top aide 
and, in my experience, an honorable man— 
concedes the informant program wasn’t 
managed properly. Tanizaki says the 
Dekraai hearings have produced “signifi¬ 
cant” reforms designed to ensure discov¬ 
ery compliance with defense lawyers. The 
office retrained staffers and cops, revised 
its policy manual, and instituted what he 
sees as a safeguard: Jailhouse informants 
must be approved in advance by the DA. 
“We are really working overtime to stress 
the importance of this with our prosecu¬ 
tors and police departments,” he said. “Our 
prosecutors need to take affirmative steps 
to make sure they are in compliance.” 

Meanwhile, by July 6—about a month 
after several national media outlets featured 
the scandal—Rackauckas acknowledged his 
office needs outside inspection. He created 
a “new independent external committee” 
to “thoroughly’ examine his informant pro¬ 
gram between now and Nov. 30. “It is imper¬ 
ative that police and prosecutors in Orange 


County use informants only in a lawful man¬ 
ner,” the DA said in a press release. 

Members of this committee include 
Patrick Dixon, a retired Los Angeles pros¬ 
ecutor who has previously praised OCDA 
and whose wife, Diane, was endorsed for 
office by Congressman Dana Rohrabacher, 
a longtime Rackauckas/Schroeder pal; 
retired Orange County judge Jim Smith, 
who served on the bench with Rack¬ 
auckas and in OCDA when both were 
junior staffers in the 1980s; civil lawyer 
Robert Gerard, a past local bar-association 
president and board member at the ritzy 
Balboa Bay Club in Newport Beach; 
defense lawyer Blithe Leece, a former LA 
deputy DA who also worked as a pros¬ 
ecutor for the state bar; and Loyola Law 
School professor Laurie Levenson. 

“They all have sterling reputations in 
the community,” said Schroeder, who 
explained committee members were cho¬ 
sen for their “particular sets of skills.” Two 
members will be paid: Gerard will get $210 
per hour with a cap of $50,000; Leece’s 
rate is $125 per hour with a cap of $25,000. 

While not attacking the members, Sand¬ 
ers sees a ploy. “Mr. Rackauckas may want 
the outside world to believe there is a true 
desire to address these serious issues, 
but the problem is, for 18 months, he and 
his prosecutors have been angrily telling 
everyone who would listen that they are 
the victims in the scandal,” he said. “No 
one has been held accountable—even those 
deputies who committed perjury while 
hiding evidence.” 

The public defender questions whether 
committee members, “even with good 


intentions,” will have “investigative pow¬ 
ers and resources to bring justice to those 
who’ve already been victimized by OCDA 
and sheriff’s deputies.” 

Schroeder says the committee enjoys 
“free rein” to see “all the information they 
want,” can create its own timelines, and is 
immune from a Rackauckas veto blocking 
their findings. “Tony won’t get final say,” 
she said, though the Weekly’s review of 
members’ contracts—specifically paragraph 
20—gives OCDA control over the contents 
of all committee statements to the media. 

Is the panel a diversion designed to 
convince DO J officials in Washington, 
D.C., they can ignore the mess? The ques¬ 
tion made Schroeder laugh. “How could 
we ward off the feds?” she replied. “If they 
come, we’d welcome them.” 

That confidence has a familiar ring. 
Before the FBI and IRS arrested him for 
public corruption in 2007, then-Sheriff 
Mike Carona acted worry-free. He was 
sentenced to 66 months in federal prison. 

The Washington Post’s Radley Balko, 
who specializes in criminal-justice report¬ 
ing, believes Orange County needs a 
new wake-up call. “At a minimum, there 
should be mass firings of cops and disbar¬ 
ments of prosecutors, past and present,” 
Balko wrote on July 13. “A system that still 
retains some integrity would also have the 
worst offenders in handcuffs.”

Is there an 
elevated rate of sexual 
deviancy among Mexi¬ 
cans? If so, why?

DEAR READERS: This is the first time in jAsk a 
Mexican! history I've ever changed an answer, 
but only because the situation deserves it, as 
Mexicans-are-rapists is the new black right now. 
I answered the above pregunta in 2007 this way: 


Methinks you doth look for brownies too 
much. But I don't blame you. Turn on the 
television and radio, and you're likely to hear 
anti-immigrant pendejos screech about how 
Mexicans will rape you while stealing your job 
and playing banda music really loud. You'll prob¬ 
ably hear them invoke the work of Dr. Deborah 
Schurman-Kauflin. Her 2006 paper, "The Dark 
Side of Illegal Immigration: Nearly 1 Million Sex 
Crimes Committed by Illegal Immigrants in the 
United States," came to some startling conclu¬ 
sions, including that there are 240,000 illegal- 
immigrant sex offenders in this country—and 
that 93 of these cretins enter this country daily 
Know-nothing politicians and even the House 
Homeland Security Committee's Subcommittee 
on Investigations have cited Schurman-Kauflin's 
paper in arguing against amnesty. 

For the Mexican, a more telling number is the 
percentage of criminals arrested for sex crimes. 
So, let's compare apples to manzanas: In 2003, 
gabachos incarcerated for such crimes repre¬ 
sented about 18 percent of all gabacho inmates 
in state prisons; perverted Hispanics, conversely, 
made up just 11 percent (strangely enough, the 


U.S. Department of Justice doesn't keep the 
same statistics for federal prisons). 

Now, the update, which I'm pirating from 
my recent Politico article on the same subject: 

A 2011 U.S. Government Accountability Office 
study "Criminal Alien Statistics: Information on 
Incarcerations, Arrests and Costs" found that of 
the 3 million arrests of immigrants, legal or not, 
examined by investigators, only 2 percent were 
for sex offenses—2 percent too many, but hardly 
an epidemic. It didn't break down the ethnicity or 
legal status of the offenders, but the Bureau of 
Justice Statistics' (BJS) National Crime Victim¬ 
ization Survey breaks down such stats by vic¬ 
tims. For 2013 (the most recent year available), it 
shows that whites accounted for 71 percent of 
all sexual assaults documented (above the total 
percentage of 63 percent of the U.S. popula¬ 
tion), while Latinos accounted for 9 percent, far 
below the total percentage of 17 percent. And 
as a percentage of all "serious violent victimiza¬ 
tions," sexual assaults represent 11 percent of 
the violent crimes against Latinos. For gaba- 
chosl It's 18 percent. The BJS also noted that for 
the period from 2005 to 2010, about 66 percent 
of sexual-assualt victims knewtheir perp and 
that whites had strangers commit violent victim¬ 
izations against them at a rate of 9.2 per 1,000 
people, compared to 9.8 per 1,000 for Latinos—so 
much forthe notion of an army of faceless Mexi¬ 
cans stalking their fair-skinned prey. 

For those who don't comprende : White Amer¬ 
ican citizens are far more rape-y than Mexicans 
can ever hope to become. So when are gaba- 
chos going to jump on that pandemic?

ictor Valladares can tell the time of day when 
he’s at his apartment in Huntington Beach’s 
Oak View barrio just by smelling the air. 
“Around this time, like, 10 to 11 in the morn¬ 
ing, it begins to smell like sulfur,” Valladares says. “Earlier, 
it smells like rotten vegetables. At random times, it smells 
like a combination of Pine Sol and vinegar. And at 2 in the 
morning, it’s just like a dead body.” 

Slim, loud, wearing a Packers hat and sporting the names 
of his two boys on his tatted forearms, the 29-year-old is 
standing across the street from the stench’s culprit: Rain¬ 
bow Environmental Services, a 17-acre garbage facility that 
has exponentially expanded in its nearly 50 years despite 
facing an elementary school and preschool with more 
than 1,000 students and being downwind from Oak View, 
a neighborhood of more than 10,000 people where Val¬ 
ladares has lived his entire life. 

An aroma of rotten eggs mixed with gym socks suddenly 
wafts through. “This is a good day!” says Gina Clayton- 
Tarvin, board president of the Ocean View School District 
(OVSD), which covers Huntington Beach, Fountain Val¬ 


ley, Midway City and Westminster. “This is beautiful! The 
stench is not so bad! You came on a day when you’re not 
goingtogag!” 

The two walk alongside Nichols Lane, the street that 
separates Rainbow from Oak View Elementary, which 
Clayton-Tarvin represents. On Rainbow’s side, a company 
executive preps for a photo shoot, assistants shifting light 
reflectors to capture her best side. Its sidewalk is clean, its 
southbound section of Nichols smooth as a speedway. 

“Look at it!” Clayton-Tarvin shouts over the rumble of a 
diesel engine going northbound. “It’s beautiful! And now 
look at our side of the street!” 

As if on cue, the 18-wheeler swerves to avoid all the ruts 
on Oak View’s section. It joins a parade of idling garbage 
trucks, big rigs hauling containers of trash, pickups with pay- 
loads spilling trash—vehicles of almost every kind, really, all 
trash-filled—lining up to enter Rainbow, just a stone’s throw 
from the preschool’s jungle gym. Above, a flock of seagulls 
circle intently, their bird droppings on Oak View Preschool’s 
parking lot a testament to the feast that awaits them. 

“I remember in fifth grade at Oak View, we had a game,” 


Valladares cracks. “Dodge the Bird Shit.” 

The two stare at Rainbow a while, then walk back to the 
preschool—there’s work to do. Valladares is part of a new 
generation of residents in Oak View—universally called the 
Slater Slums by the rest of Orange County—tired of serving 
as Huntington Beach’s de facto dump. He and his friends 
are rallying neighbors to take on the reeking colossus to the 
west, a powerhouse that has dominated politics and civic 
life in Surf City for decades even as it has been dinged for 
multiple notices of violation. Clayton-Tarvin, meanwhile, is 
using her power as an elected official to launch legal actions 
against Rainbow, alleging its fumes are making Oak View’s 
students, teachers and residents sick and demanding they 
do something about it. Critics call the two crazy, accuse the 
trustee of using Mexicans to further her political agenda, 
and say the young activists are useful pendejos to gabachos 
who want to upset the status quo. 

But such haters don’t phase Clayton-Tarvin and Val¬ 
ladares. “Would they do this in my neighborhood?” 
Clayton-Tarvin asks. She mouths “;Hola!” to moms walk-

ing with their kids. “It’s environmental 
abuse to our students and staff and their 
parents. Kids can’t play outside in our 
playgrounds because it’s right across the 
street. Their trash drifts into our school 
and neighborhoods.” 

“A lot of people are afraid in Oak View,” 
Valladares says, handing out fliers teaching 
people how to lodge complaints against 
Rainbow. “I want to tell them, ‘Don’t trip. 
We’re here.’”

W W stood kitty-corner across 
Nichols, on a plot just smaller than 2 acres. 
Founded a decade earlier, the firm hadn’t 
yet turned into the giant it is today: one 
of the top 10 employers in the city and 
financial donor to five of the seven current 
Huntington Beach City Council members, 
three of five Huntington Beach Union High 
School District trustees, Assemblymembers 
Travis Allen and Matt Harper, and numer¬ 
ous Huntington Beach nonprofits. In 2014, 
Phoenix, Arizona-based Republic Services, 
one of the largest trash companies in the 
country, bought out Rainbow for $112 mil¬ 
lion in cash but allowed it to keep its name. 

Hand in hand, the Oak View neigh¬ 
borhood and Rainbow grew. In 1981, the 
company received a solid-waste-facility 
permit that allowed it to operate on 4.65 
acres, open a recycling facility and have the 
capacity to process 800 tons of garbage per 
day. Conditions were placed to mitigate any 
odors because the heart of Oak View was 
less than half a mile away, and some apart¬ 
ments stood within 500 feet of Rainbow— 
but city documents don’t mention protect¬ 
ing the children of Oak View Elementary. 

By this point, the neighborhood was 
turning into a Latino enclave, a city block of 
dense apartments, immigrants and poverty 
that the rest of the city tried to ignore— 
especially if it got in Rainbow’s way. A1984 
Orange County Register article said the 
Huntington Beach City Council denied a 
request by the public works department to 
examine “the effects of [Rainbow’s growth] 
on Huntington Beach.” In 1990, during an 
Office of Zoning Administration hearing 
held to consider Rainbow’s request to push 
its capacity to 2,000 tons of trash per day 
and spill over to a lot directly across from 
Oak View Elementary, meeting minutes 
show, a resident said he had lodged six com¬ 
plaints in the prior three months and that 
“he was concerned that with an increase in 
tonnage, the odor from the facility would 
worsen and his property would be worth 
less.” Company chairman Ron Shenkman 
responded that Rainbow “had not received 
any complaints from the school or any other 
neighbors regarding odors from the facility.” 

By 2004, Rainbow had spread to cover 
12 acres, encompassing the length of the 
school, and now had a materials-recovery 
facility and the capability to handle 2,800 
tons of waste per day. But complaints 


were piling up. Records obtained by the 
Weekly showed that Rainbow had amassed 
19 notices of violation, most classified as 
nuisance incidents because of odor issues, 
with the South Coast Air Quality Manage¬ 
ment District (AQMD) since 1992—by far 
the most of any trash company in Orange 
County during that time. In October 2004, 
a parent at Liberty Christian School, located 
up the street from Rainbow, wrote to OC 
health officials about Rainbow’s rankness. 

“I notice it almost every day,” the woman 
wrote in an email. “The teachers at the pre¬ 
school, which is located on the elementary- 
school property, said that they even keep 
the children indoors on some days because 
the smell is so bad. I feel like this just cannot 
be right.” 

“Let whoever has Rainbow know about 
the odor complaints,” a county health 
supervisor wrote to an engineer in an 
internal memo obtained by the Weekly. “It 
sounds like they may have to beef up their 
odor control measures. We’ve had neighbor 
complaints before.” 

And still, Rainbow grew. In 2008, when it 
asked Huntington Beach to let it construct 
new buildings so it could eventually process 
a maximum of4,000 tons of garbage per 
day, a required air-quality-assessment report 
(AQAR) actually stated any new odors cre¬ 
ated by the expansion would “be intermit¬ 
tent and very faint and will likely disperse 
before being received by adjacent school 
children and residences.” The company 
also claimed it couldn’t find any evidence 
of complaints lodged against the company 
with the AQMD in the previous five years, 
not bothering to disclose a meeting with 
Oak View Elementary officials the previ¬ 
ous year about what internal documents 
described as “increased phone calls being 
received from the school regarding odors.” 

In response to the AQAR, the AQMD 
wrote it had received 78 odor and dust com¬ 
plaints against Rainbow from 2006 to 2008, 


leading to a notice of violation for “creating 
a public nuisance from odor.” And a Dec. 

19,2008, letter by the California Integrated 
Waste Management Board dinged the city’s 
planning department for not consulting with 
school officials about the project’s impact. 

Nevertheless, Rainbow got its way. In 
2009, the Huntington Beach Planning Com¬ 
mission approved Rainbow’s request. A staff 
report concluded that allowing 4,000 daily 
tons “will not be detrimental to the general 
welfare of persons working or residing 
in the vicinity or detrimental to the value 
of the property and improvements in the 
neighborhood.” Minutes of the March 10 
meeting show that commission chairwoman 
Elizabeth Shier Burnett felt Rainbow was an 
“exceptional organization, with an impres¬ 
sive record of service to the community,” and 
that commissioner Barbara Delgleize—now 
a Huntington Beach councilwoman who 
accepted nearly $1,000 in campaign con¬ 
tributions from Rainbow consultants and 
executives in the 2014 election—gushed that 
the project was “visionary.” Meanwhile, the 
principal of Liberty Christian School, along 
with the then-president and superintendent 
of the OVSD spoke in favor of Rainbow’s 
proposal, with Superintendent Alan Ras¬ 
mussen proclaiming, “The project will have 
a positive impact on the neighborhood.” 

Four years later, a different OVSD leader¬ 
ship wouldn’t be as welcoming. 

ith her blond hair; Jackie 
O sunglasses; and propen¬ 
sity for glittery fingernails, 
large necklaces and plat¬ 
form wooden heels, Clayton-Tarvin seems 
more Huntington Harbour housewife than 
rabble-rousing trustee. But there she is on a 
weekday morning, handing out free lunches 
to students in a grassy area of Oak View 
Preschool. A faint scent makes kids wrinkle 
their noses. 

“Someone call the AQMD,” Clayton- 


Tarvin says to no one in particular. “We 
don’t want our kids to be smelling trash. 

“For too many years, we had a detached 
school board,” she continues. “They didn’t 
know what was going on with their constit¬ 
uents. Everyone counts. The students and 
parents are voiceless because they’re vote¬ 
less. Just because you don’t make a million 
dollars doesn’t mean you shouldn’t count. 
They’ve been disenfranchised.” 

Clayton-Tarvin’s frank talk and will¬ 
ingness to fight have earned her plenty 
of critics in Huntington Beach. On the 
city’s notoriously bare-knuckles Facebook 
forums, haters accuse her of messing with a 
good local business and exploiting children 
and have called her a “psycho biatch [sic],” 
“unbalanced” and a “shit stirrer,” having the 
“ethics of a cockroach.” They also maintain 
Clayton-Tarvin is using the shield of envi¬ 
ronmental justice to mask a bigger issue: 
OVSD is in financial trouble. The 2014 dis¬ 
covery of asbestos in three schools—includ¬ 
ing Oak View Elementary—forced their 
temporary closure and the bussing of chil¬ 
dren to schools as far away as Buena Park. 

“It’s not a tort lawsuit; it’s a nuisance one,” 
Clayton-Tarvin says, when asked about 
another allegation—that OVSD is suing 
Rainbow for money to save itself. “They’ve 
tried to discredit my helping the community. 
Because I don’t tow the conservative, corpo¬ 
rate Huntington Beach party line, they’d like 
to make me persona non grata.” 

But in Oak View, she has a loyal fan base. 

“I love her,” says Roger Lara-Renteria. 
The 27-year-old first met Clayton-Tarvin 
during an argument in a parking lot. He 
had just led a walkout of parents from the 
Oak View Community Center during an 
OVSD community forum explaining the 
asbestos controversy. The lifelong Oak 
View resident accused her of being an 
uncaring politician; she challenged him 
to do something with his anger. Lara-

Renteria helped organize a Cinco de Mayo 
rally called “Put a Lid On It!” at Oak View 
Elementary which his sister attends, that 
drew hundreds of students and teachers. 

“/Oh, la senora Gina es buena!” said a 
woman watching her children play at Oak 
View Center Park, as her friends nodded 
in agreement. “She cares for our children, 
which you don’t see too many politicians do.” 

“Gina lit the flame,” says Valladares, 
who’s Lara-Renteria’s cousin. “She’s human 
and down-to-earth. And she’s not afraid to 
get her hands dirty.” 

Clayton-Tarvin has lived in Huntington 


Beach since 1989, teaches for the sixth-grade 
GATE program in Cerritos and is the rep for 
her school’s teachers’ union. She ran for a 
seat on the OVSD board in 2012 at the urging 
of OVSD teachers. And as she took office, 
the San Diego native almost immediately 
walked into a showdown with Rainbow 

In 2004, Rainbow had purchased 5 acres 
directly bordering Oak View Elementary 
known as Historic Wintersburg, site of a 
long-standing Japanese-American commu¬ 
nity The company sat on the property until 
2013, when Clayton-Tarvin discovered that 
Rainbow was going to ask the City Council 
to change the zoning on the parcel to com¬ 
mercial and industrial. 

Before then, Rainbow’s relationship with 
Oak View was largely cordial, smell com¬ 
plaints aside. One year, students even got to 
see a show-and-tell on campus with a hawk 
hired to keep seagulls away “I knew Rainbow 
was there next to Oak View, but I never knew 
how bad it was,” Clayton-Tarvin admits. 

That changed a few months into her first 
year in office, when then-OVSD Super¬ 
intendent Gustavo Balderas was asked by 
school janitors to go onto the roof of Oak 
View Before them were piles of feathers, 
discarded chicken bones and so much 
seagull feces that it had begun to leak into 
classrooms. “It was absolutely disgusting,” 
Clayton-Tarvin recalls. “I had no damn clue 
what was going on. That’s when I knew we 
had to do something.” 

In October 2013, more than 700 residents 
signed a petition opposing the rezoning of 
Historic Wintersburg, arguing it “would 
only add to the problems of dust, odors, 
noise and seagull infestations” caused by 
Rainbow. Hundreds of teachers, parents and 
schoolchildren attended the Huntington 
Beach City Council meeting that decided 
Wintersburg’s fate. “The conditions my 
students and staff live with daily are nothing 
less than terrible,” said Oak View Elemen¬ 
tary’s then-principal Laura Dale-Pash. “No 
child deserves to play in such conditions.” 

The council voted 4-3 to side with Rainbow. 

“That was it,” Clayton-Tarvin says. “We 
needed to do more.”

The OVSD took legal action on multiple 
fronts. They challenged Rainbow’s operat¬ 
ing permit with the Orange County Health 
Care Agency, the first time in at least seven 
years that anyone had challenged any com¬ 
pany in the county OVSD also filed a civil 
lawsuit against Rainbow, alleging negligence 
and nuisance, and a writ of mandate seeking 
to stop the Wintersburg rezoning, argu¬ 
ing that Rainbow “repeatedly increase [d] 
the size of, the daily tonnage of solid waste 
processed at, and the amount of noxious 
emissions... with virtually no oversight 
by the city” and that such conditions led to 
“complaints to the school nurse relating to 
allergies, asthma, colds, sore throats, coughs, 
headaches, nausea and stomachaches.” 

“The Oak View section of Huntington 
Beach has been the city’s ‘dumping ground’ 
for far too long,” OVSD attorney Ed Connor 
wrote in another filing. “Because Oak View 
is a low-income, minority neighborhood, 
the residents of that community are par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable to exploitation by large 
corporations such as Rainbow.” 

In demurrers, Rainbow’s legal team 
argued the writ should be tossed because, 
they claimed, the statue of limitations 
should’ve started in 1981, when Rainbow 
began processing trash. A judge rejected 
Rainbow’s argument. 

Lawsuits in hand, Clayton-Tarvin began 
recruiting. Lara-Renteria was one of her 
first acolytes; next came Oscar Rodriguez, 
a premed student at Long Beach State, 
chief operations officer for the Oak View 
Youth Soccer League and another lifelong 
resident. “Whaf s going on here is environ¬ 
mental racism,” the soft-spoken 21-year-old 
says, as he and Valladares greet residents 
while walking Oak View’s streets. “Last 
year, I invited a City Council candidate to 
visit Oak View. He told me, Why does it 
smell like that?’ ‘Smell like what?’ ‘It stinks 
so bad—it’s horrible,’ he said. I barely even 
noticed. Thaf s just disparity right there.” 

Rodriguez, in turn, recruited Valladares 
to speak about Rainbow at a Huntington 
Beach City Council meeting in June. Only 
problem? He didn’t have a ride. 

“So Oscar calls a friend,” Valladares 
recalls, as Rodriguez takes a picture of a 
Rainbow truck, “and says, ‘Can you go pick 
up the homie Victor?’ That was down.” 

That council meeting was the first Val¬ 
ladares had ever attended. “I was terrified 
to talk—I was just a dumbass from Oak 
View,” he says with a laugh. “But people I 


didn’t know applauded. My kindergarten 
teacher was there. Friends were there. That 
was amazing. That’s when I figured I could 
make a difference.” 

Together, the two decided to do more 
than just fight Rainbow. Valladares built 
homemade traffic cones to slow down 
speeding cars in front of his house; Rodri¬ 
guez made late-night runs to Kinko’s to 
make fliers promoting their Facebook page, 
OakViewComUNIDAD, a community forum 
on which people can post pictures, stories 
and updates about their barrio. The two 
say they got their inspiration from Johnny 
Kresimir of Johnny’s Saloon, who blessed 
the idea with a round of beers on him. 

“I was one of those guys who saw people 
trying to do stuff, and I’d say, ‘Fuck that— 
nothing’s going to change,”’ says Valladares. 
Rodriguez quietly laughs. “Oscar’s the 
straight-edge kid; I’m the bad one. We’re 
yin and yang.” 

They are already getting results; Assem¬ 
blyman Matt Harper blocked Rodriguez 
from viewing his Twitter account after 
Rodriguez asked how much money the 
former Huntington Beach council member 
had taken from Rainbow over the years 
(more than $9,000 from Rainbow and 
Republic in 2014 alone). Huntington Beach 
City Attorney Michael Gates is now in con¬ 
stant communication with the two. 

And on the legal front, the victories keep 
piling up. Earlier this year, a hearing officer 
ruled that the Orange County Health Care 
Agency ignored OVSD complaints about 
Rainbow when renewing its operating per¬ 
mit, calling it an “abuse of discretion”; the 
county is currently appealing. On June 22, 
an Orange County Superior Court judge told 
Huntington Beach to undo the Wintersburg 
property’s industrial zoning and ensure it 
never be used by Rainbow for waste opera¬ 
tions. And the AQMD is sniffing around 
again: Since 2014, records show the regula¬ 
tory board has issued six notices of violation 
against Rainbow; much more than any other 
trash hauler in Orange County. Logs indi¬ 
cate Rainbow has received more than 200 
odor complaints since 2007. 

Reached via email, Rainbow vice 
president of public affairs Sue Gordon 
expressed bewilderment over OVSD’s 
campaign against the company. “The real¬ 
ity is, Rainbow received very few odors 
complaints until the district brought 
litigation,” she wrote. “We enjoyed a

very positive relationship with previous 
school administrations over a span of 
many years.” Gordon said it was “perfectly 
appropriate to be neighbors with the 
school,” given Rainbow has implemented 
odor and dust controls as it and Oak View 
have expanded and continues to do so, 
calling accusations of environmental rac¬ 
ism “uncivil and uninformed.” 

“Rainbow Environmental cares deeply 
about this community,” Gordon stated. 
“Through volunteerism, civic engagement 
and always doing the right thing, we will 
continue to be embedded in the commu¬ 
nity, irrespective of the current litigation. 


It’s who we are, and it’s how we operate.” 

None of the major nonprofits that serve 
Oak View, the El Viento Foundation and 
the Oak View Renewal Partnership—both 
of which have accepted donations from 
Rainbow, with the latter listing Rainbow as 
a major sponsor and president Jeff Snow as 
a member of its advisory board—has joined 
the effort to fight the company. The 2012 
book One Square Mile: A Journey of Com¬ 
munity Empowerment, which purports to 
tell the story of Oak View, describes Rain¬ 
bow as a “community-based organization 
that employs many of our residents” and 
“an important factor in the economic life 
[of] our community for over a generation.” 

Clayton-Tarvin isn’t bothered by such 
apathy, or that others in Oak View might 
not support the efforts against Rainbow. 



“Most people, if you explain 
the story, they don’t like it,” 
she says. “But the people 
in charge don’t care—that’s 
the problem.” 

“These are our homes,” 
adds Rodriguez. “This is 
our community. We’re stay¬ 
ing here, and we’re going to 
make things better.” 

Beach City Council chambers 
to protest the possible rezoning of Don the 
Beachcomber, the legendary tiki bar in Surf- 
side. Also there were Clayton-Tarvin and 
Rodriguez, who are becoming council regu¬ 
lars. Clayton-Tarvin spoke first, presenting 
a PowerPoint that showed Rainbow’s most 
recent AQMD violations on the screen. She 
told the council about the “absolutely dis¬ 
gusting stench” near Oak View Elementary. 
“Horrendous stench. I go to the school. It 
smelled like decomposing bodies.” 

Rodriguez followed, telling the council, 
“I’m fed up; we’re all fed up. We will be 
calling AQMD until it stops. Once you edu¬ 
cate people, you cannot take that away.” 

Following him was OVSD vice-chair¬ 
man John Briscoe, who made people 
laugh when he said if Rainbow keeps get- 
tingbigger, “Huntington Beach, Surf City, 
will become Huntington Beach, Stink 
City, as the Circle of STINK expands.” 


Rainbow recently announced it was 
building a full-enclosure facility to try to 
clamp down on odors. But that’s not good 
enough for Clayton-Tarvin. She wants to 
make sure Rainbow installs biofilters and 
allows OVSD to have a say in any proposal 
Rainbow has for the Wintersburg site. And 
if Rainbow can pay all of the district’s legal 
and attorney fees? Even better. 

‘We don’t need to sue anyone, and we’re 
not asking for one cent,” Clayton-Tarvin says, 
back again on Nichols Street with Rodriguez 
and Valladares, staring down their adversary. 
“But this issue has been ignored for years. 
That’s why we’re here. And I believe that the 
reason the city allowed this is because the 
residents here don’t matter to them.” 

Suddenly, a fetid blast makes an onlooker 
cough. Clayton-Tarvin doesn’t flinch. 

“This?” she asks. “This is a good day.”

The 
restaurateur’s new TAPS Fish 
House & Brewery is much like his 
two other TAPS restaurants: big, 
boisterous and more akin to Grand Central 
Station than a steakhouse. But unlike the 
original TAPS in Brea—which is essentially 
an oversized sports bar connected to what 
looks like a juiced-up Olive Garden circa 
1990—the Irvine branch 
boasts a charcuterie 
counter, an oyster bar 
and booths that might as 
well be private cocoons. 

This is the restaurant 
you go to when you want 
to celebrate something 
significant, disarm 
potential clients with a 
bloody steak, or impress 
a date by blowing an 
entire paycheck on din¬ 
ner. And what better way 
to make that impression 
than having your Caesar 
salad, sizzling hamachi 
appetizer and a “Siberian 
Mule” cocktail prepared 
tableside with showman¬ 
ship, the latter poured 
amidst a foggy haze from 
the liquid nitrogen. 

And for your main 
course, you’ll want the 
whole roasted branzino, 
signature miso-mari- 
nated Chilean sea bass 
or something equally 
spendy. That sea bass, 
by the way, is one of the 
few things this branch 
has in common with the 
one in Brea. It’s set over 
the same slightly gummy 
rice and wilted spinach, 
the plate garnished with 
three colors of sweet 
pepper jam applied in 
spoonfuls. Other than 
that dish and a wedge 
salad that’s always a good decision, the menu 
at Irvine’s TAPS seems to have departed 
from the staples of the original restaurant. 

The acre-sized meatloaf wrapped in 
house-cured pork belly I liked at other loca¬ 
tions is nowhere to be found. An appetizer 
of Manila clams simmered in a broth sing¬ 
ing of white wine, garlic, butter and herbs I 
once enjoyed has been turned into a cazuela 
that now involves Spanish chorizo, toma¬ 
toes, mussels and a Spanish-style rouille. 
Also absent, but not necessarily missed, is a 
trio of filet mignon with three different top¬ 
pings—one of the most expensive meals you 


can have in Brea at nearly $40. In its place, 
the Irvine branch now serves a 16-ounce 
New York strip priced close to $50. 

Thankfully, the distinctive attributes 
that have made TAPS a success in Brea 
are present and accounted for in Irvine. 
Service is still top-notch; the crusty domes 
of warm bread accompanied by a slurry 
of flavored dipping oil is still free and infi¬ 


nitely replenished. Most important of all, 
the Irvine branch continues what I think 
TAPS does better than any other restau¬ 
rant in OC: a happy hour that lasts from 
2 p.m. until 7 p.m. on weekdays and from 
noon to 5 p.m. on Saturdays. 

For most customers, the happy hour is the 
whole point of going to TAPS. It’s always the 
busiest time, with the bar area barely visible 
through all the bodies crowded around it as 
though steel shavings to a magnet. You have 
to be lucky or come early to score one of 
the coveted first-come-first-served booths. 
By dinnertime, they’re usually snagged by 


whole office departments toasting the end 
of the workday. If you manage to squeeze 
yourself in, TAPS’ award-winning beer is 
the first thing you should order. Though this 
branch doesn’t have an on-site brewery, it 
serves all the beers produced by the Brea 
and Corona outposts—14 in all, amounting 
to more choices than the others offer. 

To eat, order off the happy hour menu the 
tempura shrimp, delicate 
things paired with oil- 
shriveled shishito peppers 
and a kimchi-flavored 
aioli dipping sauce—one 
of the best things the 
kitchen makes. Or slurp 
four raw oysters with 
all the trimmings for $8. 
Get this over the ceviche, 
which is actually a mis- 
classified Mexican coctel 
de mariscos and too cloy¬ 
ing once you run out of 
chips. Or you could opt 
for a charcuterie sampler 
that may be more cost- 
effective than doing it a la 
carte. For sure you want 
the well-constructed 
marinated beet salad with 
chicories, arugula and cit¬ 
rus-scented goat cheese, 
marked down $2 from the 
regular menu. Whatever 
you do, don’t pass up the 
happy hour price of $9 
for the pizzas. The pies 
possess perfect crusts, are 
embellished with unusu¬ 
ally thoughtful toppings, 
and reaffirm Manzella is 
indeed Italian and isn’t 
about to build a restaurant 
without an oven that can 
produce pizzas to rival 
Mario Batali’s. 

And did I mention 
TAPS offers a Cham¬ 
pagne Sunday Brunch 
complete with a choco¬ 
late fountain? Our server regaled us with 
wide-eyed tales of how absolutely over¬ 
whelming the extravaganza is, motioning 
with her hands to suggest the mountains 
of crab legs that are put out. And though 
I’ve not yet been, I already believe her: Joe 
Manzella doesn’t do small.

ne wonders what reservoirs of 
resolve the owners of Terra Mia Piz¬ 
zeria in Laguna Hills drew from to open 
this spot. It's in Laguna Hills, for starters, 
a city that's actually quite underrated as 
a food town (hosting Break of Dawn, Villa 
Roma, Colombian Kitchen and Mercado 
Corona is a great start)—but it's still 
Laguna Hills, where most of the buildings 
and homes look as if they're stuck in the 
Nixon administration. It's in the back of a 
shopping plaza, sharing a building with a 
swim school, a pharmacy, a shoe store 
and a vacant space. Terra Mia's dining 
room is so barren—just some stock 
photos of Gotham, a television and an 
autographed photo of Buffalo Bills leg¬ 
end Andre Reed—you wonder if it'll still 
be around a week from now. 

But sit down after picking out a couple 
of slices and hefty nubs of garlic knots 
from the counter shelves and witness 
the miracle: a parade of people com¬ 
ing in for pick-up orders. MILFs. Bros. 
Executives. Old folks. Teens. Commuters 
taking a quick break from the hellish 
1-5 traffic just a block away. Everyone's 
coming for Terra Mia's fabulous dishes, 
Italian-American splendor in a region 
that doesn't have enough of it. Start with 
those pie slices, deceptively slender like 
a political pamphlet, sturdy and crunchy 
enough it'd draw stern stares at a library. 
Dunk those knots, hefty enough to leave 
a bruise if you hurled one at someone. 
Marvel at the size of the calzones and 
strombolis. And while all the subs are 
delicious and made on a fluffy Italian roll 
that nevertheless can hold all the ingre¬ 
dients inside, go forthe chicken Parme¬ 
san: perfectly breaded and maintaining 
its crispiness in a sea of marinara. 

Terra Mia's menu doesn't extend much 
beyond the pizzas and subs—a couple of 
baked dishes, salad and tremendous can- 
nolis made to order. But that's okay; such 
simplicity is perfect for this hidden spot. 
May more success come to it, and may 
Terra Mia take over the vacant spot next 
doorto remind folks Laguna Hills is on the 
rise—it ain't Laguna Niguel, after all.

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The Taming of Amy Schumer 

Trainwreck has laughs, but at what cost?

T he problem with clamoring for 
more woman-led comedies is 
that actual comedy may be the 
thing that ends up being left by 
the wayside. Tina Fey among others, has 
railed against the boneheaded dictum that 
women can’t be funny (Try telling that to 
Gracie Allen or to the recently departed 
Anne Meara, to name just two.) But in 
the current climate of watchfulness—one 
in which every joke must be constructed 
and sealed drum-tight so as not to offend 
anyone, at any time—it’s not enough for a 
woman just to be funny. Women comics 
must also be spokespeople: for feminism, 
for all women, for anyone who might be 
perceived as oppressed or marginalized in 
any way. When you look at it that way, being 
funny is the unfunniest job in the world. 

Amy Schumer is making her way ably 
to the top of this shaky ladder. The sub¬ 
jects she tackles on her Comedy Central 
show, Inside Amy Schumer, are the antith¬ 
esis of boys’-club humor: In one sketch, 
she’s a video-game newbie who takes 
the controls of a Call of Duty- like shooter 
from her boyfriend and stumbles into an 
all-too-realistic military rape scenario. 
Schumer can be lacerating. She’s also 
sometimes more likely to leave your jaw 
hanging open than to make you laugh, 
which is one of the downsides of comedy 
that’s crafted to make a point: There’s 
often something lecture-y about it, as if 
we’re being made to atone for years of 
laughing at plain old dumb stuff. That’s 
the price we pay when we wish—as we all 
do—for smart comedy, and Trainwreck, if 
nothing else, strives to be smart. 

Trainwreck is Schumer’s first starring 
movie role; she also wrote the script. 

And while the picture is occasionally 
very funny—because when she lets loose, 
Schumer does have a fantastic, loosey- 
goosey wiliness—it also feels carefully 
constructed to make its points, chief 
among them that men can get away with 
all kinds of bad or crazy behavior that 
women can’t. That by itself could be 
entertaining, if the movie just ran with it. 
But there’s a much bigger, more insidi¬ 
ous problem with Trainwreck: Schumer 
may be the writer and star, but Judd 
Apatow is the director, and in the end, you 
can’t escape the feeling that somehow 
Schumer’s vision has been wrestled into 
the template that nearly all of his movies, 
even the best ones, follow—one in which 
the comforts of conventional partner¬ 
ships and family life are what we should 
all aspire to, even though we may pretend 
to be interested in tawdry things such as 
casual sex and excessive partying. Apatow 
and Schumer probably believe they’ve 


made a feminist picture, but the reality 
is something different. This is a conven¬ 
tional movie dressed as a progressive one. 

Schumer plays Amy, a writer at a slick 
lads’ magazine in New York. (Tilda Swin- 
ton, in a rare comic role, is killer as the ruth¬ 
less editor in chief—she’s like a lamprey’s 
mouth perched on long, long legs.) Amy 
is determinedly uncommitted and non¬ 
committal; her parents’ marital breakup, 
years before, led her to doubt whether 
monogamy is even possible. She favors one- 
night stands and has lots of them, though 
there is one monosyllabic, musclebound 
dude (John Cena) she sees more frequently 
than the rest—somehow he believes they’re 
exclusive and is crestfallen to discover 
his mistake. The sequence in which he 
comes to this realization is played partly for 
laughs, but we can see it makes Amy think, 
as if she’s getting an inkling that her clue¬ 
lessness about the feelings of others might 
amount to a kind of cruelty. 

Amy also drinks too much, and some¬ 
times she wakes up uncertain how she 
found her way between any given set of 
sheets: One particular bleary morning, she 
opens her eyes and, spotting a Scarf ace 
poster on the wall, utters a quiet prayer: 
“Please don’t be a dorm room.” Between 
assignations, assorted life issues intervene: 
Amy has to navigate an affectionate but 
sometimes strained relationship with 
her sister (Brie Larson), while the foul- 
mouthed, racist father she adores (Colin 
Quinn) is in ill health and has had to go 
into assisted living. Amy could probably 
just keep sleeping with random guys for¬ 
ever, but in the line of duty, she meets a 
sweet, successful, super-nerdy orthopedic 
surgeon, Bill Hader’s Aaron, who’s unlike 
anyone she’s ever known. She falls for him, 
irrationally and almost immediately. And 
because she doesn’t see herself as the type 


who could settle down with just one per¬ 
son, she proceeds to make his life miserable. 

The start of Trainwreck is promising. 

We think we’re getting a movie in which a 
woman gets to enjoy the company of lots 
of partners, without remorse or shame, 
the sort of freedom men—some of them, 
at least—have enjoyed for centuries. But 
the trouble signs show up early: We have 
no idea why Amy is attracted to one guy 
or another, even just for a night. Before 
she meets Aaron, she doesn’t even seem 
to enjoy the sex we see her having—we’re 
simply supposed to assume she does 
because there’s lots of it, as well as because 
she favors really short skirts and low-cut 
blouses (not that she doesn’t look good in 
them). There’s nothing sensuous about 
Amy. She tackles her sex life with grim 
determination, and her lack of engage¬ 
ment—emotional or sexual—exposes a 
sneaky and unpleasant thread of conser¬ 
vatism in Trainwreck: The movie wants us 
to buy the idea that sex really is best with 
your One True Love, and anything outside 
that is just a cheap substitute. 

Meanwhile, there’s lots of lewd, ribald 
humor—some of it pretty effective—to 
throw us off the trail of the movie’s 
squareness. There are jokes about bloody 
tampons floating, unflushed and forlorn, 
in the toilet bowl. There are gags about 
the ultra-relaxing powers of cunnilingus 
and about trying (in vain) to get a guy to 
talk dirty. There’s a montage of Amy and 
Aaron doing embarrassing, kissy-face 
stuff all across Manhattan, narrated by a 
mortified Amy in voiceover. Some of the 
actors also seem to belong in a much hip- 
per movie. Hader is a charming leading 
man—his goofy smile is vaguely reminis¬ 
cent of Wallace Shawn’s, and it’s sexy as 
hell, a surprisingly potent secret weapon. 
LeBron James and Amar’e Stoudemire

show up, in small roles, as themselves: 
James, in particular, hams it up and has a 
blast—he’s a kick to watch. 

Schumer has the harder job shoulder¬ 
ing the film, and there’s no doubt she’s 
game. She resembles a cross between 
an angel on a Victorian greeting card 
and a Campbell’s Soup Kid, an unholy 
alliance that promises the right kind of 
trouble. But her character in Trainwreck 
is at times so badly behaved—toward a 
man she supposedly loves—that it’s hard 
to be on her side. We shouldn’t have to 
approve of characters’ behavior; in com¬ 
edy, especially, it’s more fun if we don’t. 
Still, we have to be mostly sympathetic to 
Amy for the movie to work, and if I were 
Aaron, I’d run a mile from her. That he 
bends over backward to accommodate 
her doesn’t make her seem admirable 
or smart or modern or even interesting: 
Anyone, man or woman, can be an emo¬ 
tional bully. And in the end, it’s supposed 
to be a triumph that Amy is won over to 
the wonders of monogamy. 

In the movie’s terms, we know she’ll 
never miss any of those other guys 
because she never had much invested in 
them anyway. Trainwreck pretends to be 
frank about sex from a woman’s point of 
view, yet it refuses to reckon with how 
ferocious and unmanageable sex really is. 
A retreat into the safety of couplehood is 
the only possible future it can imagine, the 
necessary corrective to sleeping around. 

In its too-tidy universe, good girls don’t. 
And bad girls probably shouldn’t, either.

ANT-MAN We may not need another hero, 
but true believers don't need to shrink-ray 
their expectations. Ant-Man is the first 
Marvel film—and the first of this summer's 
pixels-go-kablooey time-wasters—to get 
better as it goes. The filmmakers save their 
biggest, wiggiest ideas for the climaxes, 
where they wittily reduce the pageantry 
of destruction to HO scale: In one of 
many third-act dustups, our hero faces 
off against the latest Marvel tech-gone- 
wrong baddy on an architect's model of a 
building. From there the action flits to even 
more humdrum locales, intimate of-our- 
world spaces. This freshens up the usual 
superheroics. No spoilers, here, about the 
half-dozen surprises the filmmakers uncork 
in the last half-hour, but isn't it a relief that 
once again there are marvels to spoil? Ant- 
Man makes a virtue of drought-year scar¬ 
city. The movie favors story over set pieces, 
never even trying to dazzle us for a good 40 
minutes—and then heading back to hang 
out in a San Francisco Queen Anne owned 
by Ant-Man mentor Hank Pym (Michael 
Douglas). Not that said story demanded to 
be told, of course: This is familiar superhero 
origin and training stuff, spiced with heist¬ 
planning and the comedy of dumbfounded¬ 
ness. As the goodhearted burglar who 
winds up with the powers to shrink himself 
and boss ants around, Paul Rudd spends 
the first hour looking like neither he nor his 
character, Scott Lang, can buy that a guy 
like him could possibly be a hero. Maybe in 
the Marvel Cinematic Universe, the entire 
history of Hollywood is different? (PG-13)

MR. HOLMES Above all else, a movie built 
around a star promises presence, and in 
Bill Condon's Mr. Holmes that promise is 
dual: Here's 100 or so minutes with the 
great Ian McKellen, for once not cast¬ 
ing spells, controlling magnetism, or 
classing up script pages of expositional 
gobbledygook. Mr. Holmes also offers us 
a playdate with a Sherlock who's been 
absent from this century's screens, one 
for whom deduction isn't a superpower/ 
party-trick—Condon has the good taste not 
to reduce the great detective's thinking to 
a whooshing camera and quick-flash insert 
shots. The game's afoot, and Mr. Holmes 
plays fair. But this is more elegy than game. 
Based on Mitch Cullin's novel A Slight Trick 
of the Mind, Mr. Holmes finds Sherlock in 
retirement, facing senility and the horrors 
of the twentieth century. Gently revisionist, 
the film examines several eras of Holmes' 
life. We meet Sherlock in repose, near the 
White Cliffs of Dover in 1947, raising bees 
for their royal jelly, which he believes might 
help steady his ailing memory. The nona¬ 
genarian lives with a housekeeper (Laura 
Linney) and her excitable son, Roger (Milo 
Parker), who is eager to get tales of adven¬ 
ture out of the old man. McKellen has never 
looked so old and dithering onscreen— 
what a relief it is when Condon flashes 
back to a Baker Street case, and McKellen 
jaunts about London in top hat and tails, 
vigorous as Fred Astaire. Both writing and 
acting are artful, but Condon's filmmaking is 
workaday. Like this Sherlock, he can't quite 
keep everything in his story straight and 
clear, but the film comes close just often 
enough. (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. Century 
Huntington Beach and XD, Huntington 
Beach; UA Long Beach 6, Long Beach.

student. "I go to Stanford." Thanks to that 
kid—and 23 others who joined the infamous 
study that gives its name to Kyle Patrick 
Alvarez's docudrama The Stanford Prison 
Experiment— his school's public association 
would go from prestigious university to proof 
of mankind's innate violence. Researcher 
Dr. Philip Zimbardo (Billy Crudup) built a 
makeshift prison and divided the boys into 
inmates and guards with a coin-flip. He lied 
to the guards that they'd been selected 
for their "exemplary qualities," gave each 
a pair of dark sunglasses, and instructed 
them to keep order. Depending on your 
tolerance for mental torture, the brutality 
that quickly followed made his experiment 
either a disaster or a huge success. Alvarez, 
for his part, doesn't seem sure how he 
feels. His flick, written by Tim Talbott, is as 
straightforward as the title, perhaps even 
more neutral than the 1971 experiment itself 
(Zimbardo, too, began throwing around 
his authority when concerned observers 
advised him to call off the screaming night¬ 
mare). Even simply sticking to the facts, the 
film is a painful watch, leavened only by its 
infatuation with Seventies period design 
(an opening close-up of rubber cement is 
practically fetishistic) and the horrors of 
Brady Bunch fashion. With the large cast 
including Ezra Miller, Michael Angarano,Tye 
Sheridan, Keir Gilchrist, Johnny Simmons, 

Ki Hong Lee, and Thomas Mann, most of the 
next wave of young American male actors 
are here and doing solid work, not that you 
can recognize them under the muttonchops.

ONGOING 

AMY The death of Amy Winehouse, in July 
2011, at age 27, was one of the first great 
tragedies of 21 st-century pop music, an 
event that emphasized the jarring contrast 
between the fragility of human lives and the 
half-comforting, half-haunting permanence 
of recorded music. Once an artist is lost to 
us, the music left behind somehow changes 
color and tone, often becoming more beau¬ 
tiful rather than less. To hear Winehouse 
sing in Asif Kapadia's sensitive and extraor¬ 
dinary documentary Amy is to open yourself 
to an unsettling rush of grief and joy. 

Kapadia has conducted interviews with key 
people in Winehouse's life, weaving them 
through performance and interview footage 
as well as personal videos and intimate 
stills. The result is a surprisingly seam¬ 
less biographical documentary. Kapadia 
presents Winehouse looking her best: We 
see her performing on the Late Show With 
David Letterman, a glorious vision with 
Maria Callas eyes and Ronnie Spector hair, 
wearing a polka-dotted supper-club dress 
that makes her somewhat thoughtlessly 
placed tattoos look more glamorous, not 
less. But what really counts is the care 
Kapadia takes in showing Winehouse in her 
lowest moments: There are some disturbing 
stills where she's gaunt from drug and alco¬ 
hol abuse—and the eating disorders that 
plagued her. There's also footage of a disas¬ 
trous concert in Belgrade, the month before 
Winehouse died; she took the stage, drunk, 
and then refused to sing. Kapadia neither 
downplays nor sensationalizes this material; 
it's as if he's showing us these images only 
for as long as he can bear to look at them 
himself. Even if the last third of Amy is pain¬ 
ful to watch, Kapadia never loses sight of 
the human being behind the mythology. (R)

DOPE Part of what makes writer/director Rick 
Famuyiwa's Dope so fresh and joyous is that 
in many key ways it's not new at all. Here's a 
dramatic teen comedy, flavor-crystaled with 
sex and drugs and innocent raunch, about 
good friends who get caught up in bad busi¬ 
ness on their way to a climax that involves 
the dramatic recitation of a college applica¬ 
tion essay. The soundtrack's a choice nos¬ 
talgic mixtape, and the likable leads feel like 
stars on the rise, especially Shameik Moore, 
the kind of young actor who makes you 
feel as you watch that he's somehow your 
onscreen surrogate. Like Dazed & Confused 
or The Breakfast Club, this is a film about 
just how weird the extraordinarily normal 
kids are—kids like you. It's also set in the 
Bottoms of Inglewood. Dope taxonomizes 
black geekdom—the best-friend leads 
are into "white shit" like good grades and 
Donald Glover, and they all dress in some¬ 
thing like Nineties hip-hop cosplay. Through 
passionate curation, Malcolm (Moore) 
and his friends—lesbian Diggy (Kiersey 
Clemons) and skinny Jib (Tony Revolori)— 
are auditioning selves. But they also face 
more immediate concerns. What route to 
take when there's Bloods on one block and 
dealers looking to jack with you on the next? 
Life, Malcolm tells us, is "a daily naviga¬ 
tion between bad and worse options." But 
being a geek in Inglewood means inventing 
a choice where none previously existed. 
Wearing a high fade and sticking up for 
"Summertime" by the Fresh Prince? He's 
signaling that he's charting his own course. 
Famuyiwa has laced truths into an entertain¬ 
ment that simply cooks along as a first-rate 
teen comedy caper film. There's hope in 
Dope. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

MINIONS Hollywood lives by the axiom 
"Where there's money, there's more 
money," which is how we get remakes 
of movies that shouldn't have been made 
in the first place. It's also the reason the 
Minions—those tiny henchmen of the 
Despicable Me pictures—get their own 
movie. On the plus side, that movie boasts 
the elegantly spare title Minions, which 
suits these pint-sized hellions in all their 
Rogaine-haired, googly-eyed, minimalist 
majesty. But should these peripatetic cold 
capsules be expected to carry a star vehi¬ 
cle? Sadly, the answer is "banana." Which, 
in Minionspeak, can mean a lot of things, 
but in plain English simply means our little 
friends aren't quite up to the task. That's no 
fault of the Minions themselves, true pros 
who clearly give their all. But something is 
off. This is an origin story, explaining how 
the naughty but dutiful Minions were for 
centuries a dejected, displaced people: 
Since the beginning of time—or at least 
since the days when dinosaurs roamed 
the Earth—they've been searching for just 
the right villain to serve, with little to no 
success. Their quest eventually takes them 
to London in 1968, where they become 
enchanted with Scarlett Overkill (Sandra 
Bullock), a bouffant-haired baddie in a 
poufy red strapless dress that nobody cool 
would have actually worn in 1968 London. 
Scarlett gives them an assignment: to steal 
the Queen of England's crown. It's all per¬ 
fectly okay, and even, at times, delightful: 
Minions is dotted with clever sight gags, 
including a scene of early Minions scam¬ 
pering about on prehistoric Earth, wearing 
little fig leaves—covering what, exactly? 
But the grooviness feels a little forced, and 
Scarlett Overkill makes an uninspiring vil¬ 
lain. (PG) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

SELF/LESS Imagine Donald Trump wanted 
to reboot his disastrous presidential cam¬ 
paign announcement month to start over 


as a younger man with real hair. In Tarsem 
Singh's Self/less, Trump could hire the 
medical geniuses of Phoenix Biogenic to 
transfer his aging brain into a strapping hot 
bod for $250 million—the price of lab-grown 
"genetically engineered perfection," purrs 
founder Dr. Albright (Matthew Goode). Here, 
our monstrous real-estate mogul is Damian 
Hale (Ben Kingsley), a tycoon so obsessed 
with ostentatious wealth that his Central 
Park penthouse has gold-plated martini 
shakers. Kingsley plays Damian as straight- 
backed and cruel as a spike. But he's such a 
good actor he practically sabotages the film. 
Before exiting fifteen minutes in, he infuses 
Damian with gravitas, empathy, intelligence, 
mercilessness, and ambition. Damian 2.0 
(Ryan Reynolds) is just a nice dude who 
can't wait to get laid. Reynolds has done 
body-swap movies before—but Singh 
seems to have forgotten to tell him what 
to mimic. Still, Reynolds is well cast to play 
an old man embedded in a hunk. In most of 
his films, Reynolds wears his own body as 
a joke. He gets a few scenes of puppyish 
physical exaltation, a few decent gags as 
his inner geezer tries to act cool. But then 
brothers Alex and David Pastor's script tries 
to get smart, and winds up getting really, 
really dumb. Self/less pretends that a bil¬ 
lionaire Scrooge who's already abandoned 
his own family would risk everything to save 
a stranger's. And, dumber still, that a ruth¬ 
less, well-connected genius can think of no 
better revenge than grabbing a gun. As the 
body count rises, you could argue he was 
a better man before his social awakening.

TERMINATOR: GENISYS Terminator: 
Genisys feels like a VHS cassette that's 


been rewound and recorded over for 
21 years. Director Alan Taylor gives us 
images—a thumbs-up, an abandoned 
factory, a liquid-metal cop smashing 
through the windshield of a car—that cut 
through the CGI like scratches on tape. 
Genisys is haunted by ghosts of old mov¬ 
ies, a cyborg whose entire DNA is deja vu. 
Time is meaningless. Judgment Day has 
rained nuclear hellfire in 1997,2003 or 2017, 
numbers intoned with the transient gravi¬ 
tas of Powerball winners. When Arnold 
Schwarzenegger says, "I'll be back," 
the line echoes in the brain. Is this 1984, 
1991 or 2015? Genisys boots up in 2029, a 
generation after the robot rebellion, where 
scarred rebel leader John Connor (Jason 
Clarke) leads a final assault against Skynet. 
Those of you with flowcharts will recall 
that's the year when Connor sent his young 
foot soldier Kyle Reese (Jai Courtney) 
back to 1984 to rescue and impregnate his 
mother, Sarah. Reese lands in punk '80s 
LA, where he's greeted by a young, naked 
Arnold, recapturing the physical perfection 
that first got him cast as a computer man, 
now with computer help. And then comes 
a warrior Sarah Connor (Emilia Clarke) 
who, in this timeline, has been waiting for 
him since 1973. Genisys starts with a mys¬ 
tifying war montage where we can't deci¬ 
pher whether Reese and John Connor are 
in peril or showing off their highlight reel. 
Then it maintains that furious confusion. 
Everyone is shooting and punching, but no 
one knows how or why or even what year 
they should time-travel to next. Audiences 
will have seen five of these movies, and 
might be just as disoriented. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

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The Fault In Our System 

Shakespeare OC’s Romeo and Juliet draws a line from Verona to Ferguson

T here is something really, really 
weird going on with Shake¬ 
speare Orange County’s Romeo 
and Juliet. It has nothing to do 
with the wildly exuberant, frenetic first 
act, which features everything from full- 
on ballet folklorico troupes to hip-hop- 
infused Bard. It’s not connected with the 
ginormous cast, which is clearly having 
a ball even before the show starts, as the 
audience-interactive preshow attests. It’s 
nothing the author intended, as it’s not 
alluded to anywhere in the script and, 
despite the countless variations of this saga 
throughout the centuries, probably has 
never been broached in any treatment— 
with the possible exception of West Side 
Story. And it is something that may distract 
more than enhance this production. 

It’s police brutality. 

Three times, cops appear in the wake 
of disturbances in this modern updating: 
once, after a near-riot at a dance; twice 
more after stabbings. Each time, they 
show up with sirens wailing, loudspeak¬ 
ers blaring and two burly, baton-wielding 
cops (one dressed in riot gear) treating the 
crowd as crime suspects. On one of the 
occasions, an unseen assailant fires a shot, 
and a young girl drops to the stage, dead. 

Commence the pearl-clutching, Shake¬ 
speare purists. Aggressive cops and ran¬ 
dom murders have nothing to do with the 
headstrong, idealistic title characters, nor 
the play’s timeless theme of love and the 
ecstatic heights, as well as tumultuous 
lows, the emotion provokes, right? 

Or do they? 

This is a reach, admittedly, but faced 
with pondering that question or writing yet 
another standard (read: snooze-inducing) 
review of Romeo and Juliet , what’s a poor 
theater critic to do? Okay, review: This is 
a wonderfully entertaining, creative show 
paced by a staggering performance from 
Ramon de Ocampo as Romeo and a vir- 
tuosic turn from Bo Foxworth as an older, 
more-seasoned Mercutio. The multicul¬ 
tural ensemble, which ranges from sea¬ 
soned actors such as Shakespeare stalwart 
Michael Nehring to a gaggle of youngsters 
from the Orange County School of the Arts, 
is wholly committed and engaged. And, 
again, it’s really fun, if really long—three- 
plus hours if you count the preshow. On the 
flip side, Nikki SooHoo’s Juliet didn’t do it 
for me. She unearths a lot of comedy from 
her character, but the noticeable difference 
in age—not years, necessarily, just presence 
between she and Romeo—and the fact that 
she sports a Hello Kitty backpack at one 
point makes the sexual tension less sensual 
than borderline creepy. And the fun is lim¬ 
ited to the first act. The second act, which 


is where the bloodletting and tragedy come 
into play, is played pretty much straightfor¬ 
ward, and while there is a lot of whooping 
and wailing, sighing and sobbing, the bright 
ideas seem to fizzle out, leaving us with 
Somber Shakespeare, which is always the 
most Boring Shakespeare. 

Now, back to the pigs. Why do co-direc- 
tors Mike Peebler and John Walcutt, who 
obviously understand Shakespeare—they’ve 
coaxed their actors to find an impressive 
amount of comedy both textually and 
physically in a show that usually has about 
as much laughs as three hours of C-Span- 
make such an overt nod toward not just law 
enforcement, but also heavy-handed law 
enforcement? Two possible thoughts. One: 
This is a genuinely multicultural Orange 
County production. It’s staged in Garden 
Grove, is produced in association with the 
Vietnamese American Arts & Letters Asso¬ 
ciation, and features SanTana’s Relampago 
del Cielo dance troupe along with appren¬ 
tice actors from the OC School of the Arts. 
The huge cast skews young and ethnic, 
and when you think of Orange County law 
enforcement’s checkered track record with 
young people of color, it’s not hard to think 
that a show set in a contemporary setting 
that reflects the diversity of this county 
wants to really reflect one unfortunate 
aspect of that diverse experience. 


Two: The authority in Shakespeare’s text 
is mostly embodied in two characters. The 
secular authority is that of Juliet’s father, 
Lord Capulet (Pedro Villareal); the spiri¬ 
tual is Nehring’s Friar Laurence. But the 
Friar, though well-intentioned, is also rash; 
his plot to free the lovers leads to their joint 
suicide. And Juliet’s father is a goddamn 
tyrant. Villareal is a physically imposing 
actor with a booming voice who viciously 
berates his daughter, threatens to whip her 
and even places his hands around his wife’s 
neck. When viewed that way, with church 
and home ruled by despots or bunglers, is 
the state far behind? And is this bold, if per¬ 
haps unnecessary, directorial choice really 
a commentary that violence on the street is 
part of a broken system? That while it may 
bubble up from the bottom or trickle down 
from the top, it is a circular flow, feeding on 
itself, and is as impossible to keep corked 
as the flaming passion of star-crossed lov¬ 
ers? From Verona to Ferguson, did Occupy 
Shakespeare predate Occupy? ’Tis a thing 
to ponder ’til the morrow.

Pihata Bomb (pinatabomb.etsy.com) are 
making us giddy about pihatas again. 
Fashion designer Ryann Linehan and 
illustrator Ryane Acalin create hand¬ 
crafted pop-culture and subculture 
icons that have never had the pleasure 
of being made into pihatas. Except every 
character is in cat form "because cats," 
explains Linehan. 

"Last Cinco de Mayo, we went out for 
a predictable margarita celebration, and 
I described a sexy Jeff Goldblum pihata 
I just made for a friend's bachelorette 
party," the Fountain Valley native says.

The ladies make their creations 
affordable, pricing them at$45 to $50.

M ost people reject what their 
parents do for a living—it’s 
the American way, you 
know? And for Jeremiah 
Barba, following in their footsteps wasn’t 
an easy choice—but it was the only choice. 

“My mom has been tattooing since I 
was 2 years old, so I really grew up in [the 
industry],” Barba says. “I’ve been around 
it my whole life, running around the 
shop as a little kid. Then in high school 
I thought I didn’t want to do it, so I got 
some shitty jobs flipping burgers. After 
that, I broke up with my longtime girl¬ 
friend and wanted to get out of town, so I 
went up to Big Bear to learn to tattoo.” 

With his parents living in separate 
areas and the traveling nature of tattooing, 
Barba has been all over SoCal, with stops 
in locales such as Anaheim, Riverside 
and Lake Forest. His time in Big Bear 
didn’t last too long, as the then-teenager 
forfeited his apprenticeship when he tat¬ 
tooed a friend without permission and 
had to find some new employment. 

“My dad had a shop at the time, so he 
hired me without looking at my portfolio,” 
Barba says. “I was terrible when I was at 
his shop. I was just messing people up, but 
he was just coming in to pick up [money].” 

Barba and his father had an argument 
that lead to the younger tattooer being 
dismissed. Barba then turned to his mom, 
the legendary Kari Barba, at Outer Limits 
Tattoo in Orange. “She trained me to do 
everything the right way,” he says. “I basi-

cally had to start over.” 

While he obviously chose to join the 
same industry, the 36-year-old believes 
he’s distinguishing himself from his 
mother. “I always felt like I had to live 
up to my last name,” Barba says. “A lot of 
people would try to just coast on their last 
name. For me, it opened the door, but I 
put my foot in it. The tattoo community 
always made me earn it; my peers told me 
what was good and what was bad.” 

Barba has tried a wide variety of tat¬ 
toos, but his current (and most famous) 
style is something his mom never dove 
into much. “I started off doing traditional, 
but then I moved into some new-school 
stuff for a little while,” Barba says. “I’ve 
always liked dark stuff or black-and-gray 
tattoos, but now I’ve been doing dark- 
black-and-gray work with a little color in 
each one, and that’s what people seem to 
be really into.” 

He’s now taking clients by appointment 
only at the private Conclave Art Studio in 
Sunset Beach.

Shot Caller Behind the Curtain 

OC hip-hop promoter DJ Droops turns up the weeknights in OC

T he swell of hoots, hollers and 
raised hands rolls through the 
Observatory as a local rap duo 
rile up the crowd an hour or 
so before headliner Snow Tha Product 
is scheduled to perform. The vibe in the 
Santa Ana venue is more like that of a 
weekend than a Wednesday night. Back- 
stage, a few dozen employees, security 
guards, promoters, performers and their 
entourages stand around drinking Hen¬ 
nessey and comparing Jordans. 

“Man, Droops is one of the best dudes 
around,” says an in-house DJ. “I hope I 
can be like him someday. Anybody who’s 
just getting into promoting around here 
looks up to him.” 

The subject of his adoration is stand¬ 
ing right next to him. Carlos “DJ Droops” 
Cerda laughs at the compliment between 
sips of the Patron-and-cranberry juice 
in his plastic cup, then walks toward the 
curtain separating the stage and crowd 
from the more casual backstage area. 
“Hold on, I’ll be right back,” Droops says. 
“One of my guys just finished; I’ve got to 
go introduce the next one.” A few seconds 
later, the 31-year-old Santa Ana native is 
excitedly asking the hyped crowd, “How 
dope was that?” and “Who’s sticking 


around to see Snow Tha Product?” 

Droops is currently one of the most 
respected hip-hop promoters in OC. One 
of his biggest successes thus far has been 
delivering $5 monthly hip-hop shows fea¬ 
turing legends such as KRS-One, Kurupt 
and Slick Rick. “I got into hip-hop through 
the party-crew scene,” Droops says. “I 
was spinning it as a D J when I was 15 or 
16, and I had friends who rapped in Santa 
Ana. I started messing around with writing 
rhymes, and at age 20,1 started to perform.” 

He was raised on funk and Spanish 
music, but his love for hip-hop started 
when he was introduced to gangster rap 
early in his teens. “The first time I really 
heard N.W.A and Wu-Tang Clan, it made 
me want to try writing,” Droops says. “That, 
and my brother just showing me stuff he 
wrote when I was 13 and he was, like, 16 or 
17 made me want to get into it, too.” 

But he also stayed true to his family’s 
musical roots. “My dad’s side of the family 
was always more ‘party mode,”’ Droops 
says. “Any time there was a birthday or a 
wedding or a graduation, there’d be a full¬ 
blown party with a D J and everything, not 
just some little party.” 

Before he found success as a promoter, 
he had a couple of rough breaks. “When 


I was younger, I was selling weed while 
I was deejaying,” Droops says. “I never 
worked a 9-to-5; that was my hustle. When 
I was, like, 21 or 22,1 got busted for sell¬ 
ing. After that, I got a regular job doing 
financing for cars. I got fed up with that, so 
I started hosting an open-mic night at my 
mom’s bar [La Pachanga Cantina & Grill].” 

After hosting shows for a year at the 
Santa Ana restaurant, Droops moved on 
to throwing shows at Malone’s in Santa 
Ana. “In the beginning, my family was 
always like, ‘Do you have a job yet?’ By my 
last year at Malone’s, they finally stopped 
asking that,” he says. “They know I want 
to do this until I’m old, and they’re very 
proud of me now.” 

It was during his fourth and final year 
at Malone’s—after he’d helped to expand 
the venue from a capacity of 150 people 
to approximately 500—that Jeff Shuman, 
the talent buyer for the Observatory, con¬ 
tacted him. “Droops treats every act he 
books with the upmost respect and has an 
incredible work ethic,” Shuman says. “He 
has so much passion for the scene and 
music in general.” 

Three years later, Droops is still going 
strong, bringing up-and-comers to the 
Santa Ana venue on traditionally dead 


nights. “Between the promoters, the art¬ 
ists and the Observatory selling tickets, we 
sell out about 80 percent of the shows,” 
Droops says. “Part of it is because we’ll get 
Action Bronson or Mobb Deep on a Mon¬ 
day, but it’s also the local acts we book. I 
go through a screening process before I 
book them. They have to be super-dope 
or at least decent because they could sell 
hundreds of tickets. But if they’re wack, I 
don’t want to put them onstage. That’s not 
the shows we want to put on.” 

While some promoters would be 
content just to be a major player in their 
hometown’s music scene, Droops is now 
starting to promote shows in San Diego. 
And he has plans for the future. 

“I’d either like to do some bigger festi¬ 
vals, or I’d like to open my own venue,” he 
says. “I’d like to provide a one-stop shop 
for artists, where they can come through 
to do a show and get their merch made 
and whatever else they need right there. 
We could do graphics, booking, printing 
and designing, just incorporate everything 
we can into the venue. It would be a regu¬ 
lar show going on upfront, with every¬ 
thing else happening in the back.”

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Old-School Skate Fest 

Mike Vallely gives us the best of both his worlds

M ike Vallely is self-admit- 
tedly hard to pin down— 
and with good reason. 
Between his duties singing 
with Black Flag, skateboarding, acting, 
hosting a podcast, running his own com¬ 
pany and having a family, there aren’t 
enough hours each day Despite this busy 
schedule, Vallely is putting on a skate- 
punk event at Alex’s Bar on Sunday. 

For Switchblades and Urethane Music 
Festival—inspired by a song by his band 
Revolution Mother—Vallely curated a 
lineup of bands that all have skaters in them. 
Vallely knew from the beginning he wanted 
Duane Peters to be the headliner, regardless 
of which band Peters was playing with since 
he’s “the original skateboard musician.” 

But Vallely is most excited about the 
inclusion of McRad. “Anyone who grew 
up skating in the ’80s knows their music 
was the soundtrack to all of the skate¬ 
board videos we used to watch,” he says. 
“It worked out that Chuck Treece was 
going to be in the area, so I got him to play 
with McRad, and that, for me, is going to 
be the real treat. That’s the real draw to 
this particular show.” 

Vallely’s impetus for putting on this show 
is to showcase Street Plant. As the owner 
of the skateboard start-up, he says that 
such events are the ones that he’d like the 
company—and thus himself—to be engaged 
in. In January, he decided to “stop being a 
mercenary” and set up his own company. 

By bringing everything in-house, Vallely 
made the operation literally the family busi¬ 
ness. His wife and kids help him run Street 
Plant and are highly influential in shaping 
the direction of the company. This DIY 


approach inspired Vallely to live the ethos 
he taught his kids. “Working with my fam¬ 
ily and working for myself, good things start 
unfolding properly,” he says. “We’re having 
a great time with the brand and doing this 
festival. If I was working for the other com¬ 
panies, [it] wouldn’t have happened in the 
way it has. It would be too convoluted and 
become a frustrating endeavor that I’d be 
over before it started.” 

The singer’s goal is for the festival to be 
like a Sunday in July on which he and his 
pals can hang out, play and listen to music 
together. “Where music and skateboard¬ 
ing intersect is where I’ve always sort of 
lived,” Vallely says. “That’s an extension 
of me and the skateboard company. That’s 
what sparked the inspiration to do this, 
but what started this particular idea was 
working with bands that had relatively 
known skaters attached to them.” 

Though he’s already stretched thin, Val¬ 
lely says the event is a labor of love above 
anything else. “It doesn’t feel like that 
massive of an undertaking,” he explains. 
“I’ve been doing music for a long time, 
and I have relationships with the bands 
and everyone involved in the festival. It’s 
a different thing and different time in my 
life, and I’m glad to be able to do this now. 
I’m putting on an event I want to put on 
and how I want to put it on.”

I f there's anyone who can attest to finding creative 
success by forging his own musical path, it's Rudy 
De Anda. He is one of Long Beach's most active 
musicians, most notably because of his involve¬ 
ment with LBC-based Porch Party Records and the 
psychedelic cross-genre band Wild Pack of Canar¬ 
ies. The Watts-born De Anda has been forming 
bands since high school, but he has finally emerged 
as a solo artist, indulging in his passion for writing 
music and exploring different sonic territories. 

Many remember Wild Pack of Canaries for their 
onstage energy and eclecticness, but their abrupt 
halt surprised many fans. DeAnda explains that 
every member eventually became driven to go in a 
different direction; he remembers initially being the 
chief songwriter, but eventually the other members 
came around to bringing in their ideas to the point 
at which De Anda's weren't heard anymore. The 
members' respective, growing side projects drove 
the group into a definite hiatus in 2013. 

De Anda then decided it was an opportunity 
to focus on developing his own songs. He had 
already met drummer Zach Mabry and bassist 
Lily Stretz, who were also orbiting the Long Beach 
music scene. They formed the rhythm section for 
De Anda's new solo project. "The nice thing about 
my [solo] project is that I felt like I didn't seek it out; 
it just happened to me at the perfect time when 
Wild Pack was creatively halting," De Anda says. 
"One thing ending and one thing starting all at the 
same time and overlapped, and in the end, it just 
happened naturally and organically." 

Soon, longtime friend and producer Isaiah 
"Ikey" Owens offered his help. De Anda recalls 
recording basic tracks at Owens' home, and later 
atthe Compound Studio in Long Beach, where 
previous local heroes Cold War Kids and the Rival 
Sons had gone. While on tour with Jack White's 


band in Mexico, Owens passed away in October 
2014. His death was a huge loss forthe local music 
community; his touches on De Anda's album mark 
it with an added dimension of poignance. 

The result of De Anda's collaboration with 
Owens is the five-song EP Ostranenie, which was 
released earlier this month through Porch Party 
Records. The album breathes with a romantic, 
dreamy vibe and combines sonic elements not 
typically heard in a contemporary indie album: 
late-'60s influences such as Mexican crooner Leo 
Dan, Tropicalia artist Milton Nascimento, and Jeff 
Tweedy—all while switching up his songs from 
English to Spanish. 

Just as he did with Wild Pack of Canaries, De 
Anda aims to be a musical chameleon. His group 
has already played with the likes of Daedelus, Chi- 
cano Batman, Bass Drum of Death, Death Hymn 
Number 9 and Froth, as well as toured extensively 
through California and Mexico. 

And the rotating lineup of musicians who plays 
with De Anda is emblematic of his freewheeling 
approach to keep things fresh and interesting. It's 
also a way for De Anda to stay on top of his musi¬ 
cal game. "The next record isn't going to sound 
anything like this record, and the next record 
after that could be completely different," De Anda 
explains. "If I wantto play with an accordion player 
one night and the next night play with someone 
who's making beats and an MPC, I thinkthose are 
two valid options for me at any point depending 
where the music's taking me—or where I wantto 
take the music."
